Mayor Calls on the People to Observe
the Hollday nnd Asks Employers

OMAHA, Sept. 1.—To the Citlzens of
Omaha: ‘The statutes of the state of Ne-
braska designate the first Monday In the
month of September as Labor day and direct
that it be deemed n public hollday. This
year Labor day comes on Mondny, Septem-

ber 6, and the labor organizations of the
city have made arrangements to celebrate
the day with a great parade in the morning,
to be followed In the afternoon by an appro-
priate program of addresses. Spenkers of
national reputation have been secured, and
preparations already made Indicate that this
will be the greatest Labor day celebration
ever held in our city,

The legislature of our state, recognlzing
the nobility of labor and the necessity for
Its proper protection, set apart thils day ns

a hollday to belong pecullarly to the so-
called laboring classes. Unfortupuately, how-
ever, the legislature did not make this

holiday a mnatter of right to employes
but left it to the generosity of the employer.
I belleve that those gentlemen In our city
who employ lurge numhers of men will ap-
preciate the value of this day to those in
their establishments and will be convineed
that this hollday will glve thelr employes i
rest which will epnable them {o do better
work afterward and will bring about more
friendly relations between the employer and
the employed, 1 have been requested to ask
In this public way that as far as possible
all swores, shops, factorles and other in-
dustrial institutions be closed on next Mon-
day, so that their employes may take port
in the exerclses of Labor day, also that
resldences, stores and futtorles of the city
be appropriately decatiated in honor of the
occasion. 1 trust thot this very reasonable
request will be complicd with by all and
thiat the Holiday will be gencrally observed
by our citizens.
